IXTRODITTIOX 


Since  the  (lavs  of  the  clipper  ships  that  sailed  from  the  rugged 
harbors  of  New  England  to  the  mysterious  ports  of  the  Far  Fast, 
Chinese  objects  of  art  have  had  a  place  in  American  homes.  The  rich 
merchant,  the  "skipper",  even  the  humble  sailor  of  Colonial  times  had 
usually  something  strange  and  beautiful  from  China  in  his  home — a 
vase  of  quaint  decoration,  a  pair  of  gallipots  or  ginger-jars,  a  lovely, 
fantastic  carving  in  ivory  or  some  semiprecious  stone,  a  bit  of  gleaming 
brocade,  a  glowing  embroider}'. 

In  these  days  of  easy  transportation,  when  there  is  scarcely  a 
"closed  country"  left  on  the  face  of  the  earth,  Chinese  objects  are  more 
than  ever  a  part  of  the  decoration  of  American  interiors.  And  logically 
so.  There  are  few  rooms,  of  whatever  period,  into  which  some  ornament 
of  Chinese  origin  may  not  be  fitted.  A  bit  of  blue-and-white,  a  deeply 
glowing  sang  de  boeuf  porcelain,  with  its  restrained  richness  of  line  and 
color,  a  sober  gold  brocade,  would  not  be  found  out  of  place  in  a 
Renaissance  interior.  More  elaborate  and  colorful  objects,  more  gorge- 
ous and  fanciful  brocades,  fit  well  into  the  sumptuous  settings  of  the 
seventeenth  century.  But  particularly  striking  is  the  appropriateness 
of  Chinese  ornaments,  especially  of  the  Kang  Hsi  and  later  periods,  in 
eighteenth  century  settings,  both  European  and  American. 

Later  Chinese  objects  of  art,  such  as  are  most  of  those  in  the  present 
collection,  are  imbued  with  the  spirit  of  the  eighteenth  century.  They 
have  the  elegance  and  the  playfulness,  the  gay  color,  the  graceful 
phantasy,  of  the  periods  of  Louis  XAT  and  Louis  XVI.  Yet  in  many 
instances  they  have,  too,  a  restrained,  almost  austere  quality  that  earns 
for  them  a  place  in  the  more  dignified  interiors  of  eighteenth  century 
England,  and  particularly  of  Colonial  America. 

The  pure  outlines  of  a  pair  of  porcelain  jars  establish  a  harmony 
with  the  severe  architecture  of  an  early  American  mantlepiece.    A  bit 
af  rich  brocade  lends  a  spot  of  color  in  an  interior  that  might  tend  to 
oldness.    A  pair  of  porcelain  birds,  or  Foo  lions,  a  figure  of  the  com- 
passionate Kwan  Yin  carved  out  of  semiprecious  stone,  even  a  Buddha, 


will  not  be  unharmonious.  And  these  objects  have  an  authentic  claim 
to  be  placed  in  Early  American  interiors,  for  they  are  akin  to  the 
"heathen  gods"  and  fantastic  China  wares  brought  back  by  th  dipper 
ships  of  long  ago. 

Even  for  the  ultra-modern  interior,  there  are  notes  of  pure  color 
to  be  struck  by  monochrome  porcelains — and  what  could  be  more  modern 
than  the  vivid  and  expressionistic  Japanese  brocade  illustrated  in 
catalogue  (Number  1 9-i ) . 

Mr.  Saito,  who  has  gathered  the  present  collection  in  China  (and 
in  the  case  of  only  a  few  objects  in  Japan)  is  well  known  in  New  York 
as  an  antiquaire  of  oriental  art.  He  has  had  long  experience  in  the  Far 
East  and  has  himself  placed  on  the  objects  the  attributions  as  to  period.
